Interesting Paper Prepared by Prof. N. 


E. Wilson, Topics of Which Should 


be Treasured by the Teachers 


'Within the past thirty years' there 


has come upon the educational hori- 
zon a new form of learning, -we say 
new form because its nature is of a 
radical departure from that which we 
are now pleased to call the old or clas- 
sical learning This new learning goes 
under the name of Science, and has 
come to be recognized as worthy of a 
good share of our attention. 
It has 


profoundly affected educational mat- 
ters in the last two decades, but its 
rise has not been without a struggle, 
and a struggle, the fierceness of which 
at times has not been to the credit of 
those concerned. 


This 
storm is, however, passing 


away, but there remain some contro- 
verted questions which must be set- 
tled between the adherents of the old 
and the new form of education These 
questions, however, can 
hardly be 


mentioned without arousing a preju- 
dice which is attributed either to irra- 
tlonal conservatism on the one hand 
or 
to sweeping 
Iconoclasm on 
the 


other. 
These differences will in time 


be obliterated as our sense of humor 
will help to dissipate the intellectual 
fogs which obscure these matters of 
controversy, and 
lead 
to solutions 


based on merit alone 


Even at the present day many of 


the older school disciples hold, tacitly, 
if not openly, that studies may be di- 
vided into sharply denned 
sections 


designated 
as "liberal" "scientific," 


"professional," "humanistic," "techni- 
cal," etc , and men and women are said 
to have a "liber a} training," a "profes- 
sional training," etc , as the case may 
be 
This means, at least by implica- 


tion, that mathematics, when pursued 
just far enough to make a student hold 
the egotistical but ei roneous 
notion 


that he knows something of the sub- 
ject, is an element of libeial training, 
but 'if 
the student goes farther 
and 


acqunes a woiking knowledge of ma- 
thematics, his training is called piofes- 
sional or technical 
Similarly those 


studies which include Xenophine and 
and Caesar, Homer and "Virgil, Dante 
and Shakespeare, or in short the so- 
called polite literatuie of ancient and 
rnodei n times, are said to lead 
to 


bieadth and cultuie 
while 
studies 


which include the ^\oiks of Archime- 
des Galileo, B/ugens, Newton, Laplace 
and Darvln, are said to lead to nai - 
low ness and specialism, as if the for- 
mer authors were somehow possessed 
of humanistic tiaits, and 
the other 


class of demoniacal tendencies 


So far indeed aie these distinctions 


carried that higher moial qualities are 
not 
uncommonly attributed 
to 
the 


young man who studies Greek and Lat- 
in in order that he may eain his living 
by devising and constiucting public 
woiks which are a piotection to the 
lives and health ofsthe public. 
The 


experience of 
the past thirty yeais 


would seem to Indicate that in spite of 
the prejudices, in spite of tiadition, and 
conflict of opinion, \\e should be able 
to •work out some practical method that 
•will permit us to work along different 
lines toward a common goal, and this 
\\ith reasonable hopes of success The 
great need Is to enlarge out definition 
of education In order that it may in- 
clude all that is good In the new learn- 
ing and retain all that is good of the 
old 


If we accept this enlargement of our 


intellectual horizon and 
there is no 


good reason why we should not, it will 
be easy to do away with all distinct- 
ions which have so long clouded our 
minds and biased our judgments Then 
will the terms "liberal," "technical," 
"humanistic," "professional," as now so 
commonly used to denote distinctions 
or to mark envious distinctions Tvill be 
found to be practically meaningless, 
and all studies which aie pursued con- 
scientiously and labor iously will 
be 


found to be liberalizing and humaniz- 
ing, whether pursued with or without 
a technical or professional 
end 
in 


view. That it is any more creditable 
to study the 
works 
of 
Dante or 


Shakespeare than it is those of Galileo 
or DaYwin will be, found to be a mere 
product of the imagination. 
In this 


great educational transformation that 
has come about during the past few 
years, our schools of science have play- 
ed a leading role. No one can say that 
they have not demonstrated their right 
to existence, and they certainly have 
come to stay, and should and will play 
a still more important educational role 
in the future. 
Their prominent posi- 


tion has been won in the face of great 
opposition, and it can justly be said 
that in thoroughness of work and in 
development of the spirit of energy and 
Independence so essential to the suc- 
cessful and useful citizen they have1 


even now outstripped the older classi- 


cal institutions 
However the strength 


of the position of these science schools 
is not to be measured so much by their 
academic standards as by the success 
and achievements of their graduates 
The "-Grid does not ask today, where^ 
and how you were trained, but it goes 
straight to the point and asks "What 
can you do'" This is the test that the 
graduates of our scientific schools are 
meeting today and have met as is 
abundantly proven by their efficiency 
in every walk of life 
In the great in- 


dustrial progress of our times is the 
prominence of their work especially 
noteworthy 


The civil, the chemical, the electri- 


cal, the sanitary, the mining, the naval 
engineer, all, have established a claim 
to recognition among 
the so-called 


"learned 
professions " Astronomers, 


chemists, botanists, geologists, zoolo- 
gist.and other so-called specialists have 
(demonstrated by actual achievements 
that a scientific training fits men for 
the work of the world. 


" One of the fundamental precepts of 
science is "Utility concerves, strength- 
ens and continues life, that 
disuse 


•»peds out and destroys," and »she en- 
graves it deeply upon the warp and 
wool of all organic existence and it is 
this precept that has stirred our com- 
mon life to great action in the century 
just passed, it is this precept that has 
revived and advanced true education, 
that has built up vast institutions of 
learning and research and has sent 
forth disciples enthusiastically imbued 
with the spirit of experiment 
Huxley 


in one of his admirable papers says 
"It is very plain and elementary truth 
that the life, the fortune, the happi- 
ness of every one of us and, more or 
less, of those who are connected with 
us, depend upon our knowing some- 
thing of a game infinitely more diffi- 
cult and complicated tnari chess 
It is 


a game which has been played for un- 
told ages, every man or woman of us 
being one of the two players in a game 
of his or her own 
The chess board 


is the world, the pieces are the phe- 
nomena of the universe, the rules of 
the game are what -we call the laws 
of nature 


Education is learning the rules of 


this mighty game 
In other words 


education is the instruction of the in- 
tellect in the laws of nature, under 
which name I include 
not 
merely 


things and their forces, but men and 
their ways, and the fashioning of the 
will Into an earnest and loving desire 
to move in haimony with those laws 
The object of what we commonly call 
education— that education in \\hich 
man intervenes which I shall distin- 
guish an artificial education — is to 
make good the 
defects 
in nature's 


methods, to prepare the child to re- 
ceive nature's education 
In short, all 


artificial education should be an anti- 
cipation of natural education, and 
a 


liberal education is an artificial edu- 
cation which has not only prepared a 
man to escape the great evils of dis- 
obedience to natural laws, but has 
trained him to appreciate and sieze 
upon the rewards which she scatters 
as abundantly and with as free a hand 
as she does her penalties " If we pur- 
sue Huxley's reasoning to its ultimate 
limit, we shall see that teaching of all 
the laws of nature is the highest func- 
tion of our schools in relatron to our 
common life 
In other words 
our 


schools should make every man who 
leaves their portals highly qualified for 
a useful, intellectual, manly life 


Every upright pursuit in life should 


have the highest principles and prac- 
tice governing it taught in our schools 
by the best teachers and in the most 
perfect manner. This may be an ideal, 
but I think we cannot put our ideals 
too high, and it is an ideal toward 
which we must inevitably move 
In 


this manner science will confer de- 
served dignity on the physician's scal- 
pel, on 
the mason's trowel, on 
the 


chemist's 
test tube, the engineer's 


lathe, the biologist's microscope, the 
agriculturist's spade 
I have 
often 


heard it remarked that the intrusion of 
technical science 
so-called into our 


schools and colleges will destroy all 
long cherished ideals and dissipate the 
poetry ot college life. 
An idea total- 


ly erroneous. 


Science is just beginning to unfold 


real poetry and romance 
Look at our 


beautiful fields of alfalfa as they wave 
in the breeze of a summer's day, lit- 
tle do most of us realize that the life 
history of this plant, how it with the 
other leguminous plants can alone of 
all the great variety of vegetation on 
this broad earth, assimilate the free 
nitrogen of the air thus adding to its 
own substance and making- it one of 
the best stock foods known, and not 


lat 
le life his ory 01 tnis pi 


makes a story far more romantic than 
any of the fairy tales of yore. Think 
of the story of coal—how thousands of 
years ago plants of which it is formed 
grew and breathed in Gods' free sun- 
shine only to die and be buried and 
years after to be dug out of the ground 
as hard black coal to give us power and- 
light and to -warm your nomes and 
mine, thus adding to our prosperity 
and comfort and still fkrther that the 
black, sticky tar tvhich ooses from this 
coal in the manufacture of gas is the 
source of some of our most delicious 
flavoring extracts, brilliant colors and 
fragrant perfumes 
Surely this is po- 


etry, and is it not science that 
has 


taught these things9 A large major- 
^ 
ity of our young people do not get into 
our schools and if we look for the rea- 
son we shall find two excuses usually 
given — poverty and stupidity — poor 
reasons these, the first will cover but 
a small per cent and as to the latter 
we all know that while some are un- 
doubtedly stupid, the stupid ones do 
get into our schools and colleges 
To 


my rnmd the chief reason is that the 
schools do not give what the pupils 
want 
j 


The classical academy and the clai- 


srcal high school will continue to ex- 
ist and to do good work. No one who 
knows the value of high grade classical 
training would wish to do away with 
such schools or to lower their intellec- 
tual or moral tone, but we must not 
shut our eyes to the fact that they do 
not cover the field of secondary edu- 
cation 


I believe that education from a pure- 


ly commercial standpoint is to be de-, 
precated, yet it is not to be overlooked 
by any means, nor should we jump to 
the conclusion that because a. boy does 
not want what the school has to offer 
that he is altogether unreasonable or 
low minded. He wants "an education 
to things " He sees the world around 
him, 
he sees its work and he knows 


he must work, and he wants an educa- 
tion that will enable him to work in- 
telligently, efficiently and to his advan- 
tage 
The school must help him, not 


hinder him. 
He cares not for tradi- 


tions, and ancient history does not in- 
terest him 
He wants the latest, he 


respects the forces in vogue today, he 
must see with his own eyes, he must 
unlock the doors himself and with his 
own hands unbar the gates of the fu- 
ture 
Many of our boys toflay believe 


as did the late Col. Ingersol wher» he 
said 
" Much that is called education 


simply unfits men successfully to fight
